The poet wasin N e w Y 0 rk the last week of May 1967* On 26th May,, he 
talked at Columbia University; on 27 May he talked to theRopnd T a ble 
Cpfo; on 28 May he was a guest of P r of John FIZER, Rutgers 
University* Professor FIZER late? told, a friend o ' AECASSOUARY 2 
that KOROTYCII, about to leave for the USSR^ had chosen instead 
to remain in the United States. AECASSQTARY 2 wanted to know 
if this rumor is true, his source saying it was 99% true. 

b. Alleged S 0 viet Agents ZHEGUT and HARDAK . 

Eniigre sources in Germ ny and the US say that ZTEGUT, a Munich 
GU T/lJiLl'T’uv activist and OUN/RADA official, has defected to the 
homeland, sometime last weekjiqjErkahe was noted to b e missing last 
Friday, 2 J u ne 67. ZHEGUT was bom in the C a :ni&.t>ho-Ui c raine, worked 
for the TJU1I/M as their specialist and contact nan with anr.i-Goramxmists 
from t. he 3 0 viet satellite c ountries, headed an OUU/llADAoff ice in 
Munich doing research on various topics. ZHEGOT knew personally the 
wire of Orest ZILJHSKYY of C z echoslovalcia. ZJLIUSKY and his wife are 
to visit Ugst G e rmany and France next week, and ZHEGOT was one of 
the persons he was supposed to talk to in Germany.
